He  visits  the  local  co-op  manager  and  learns  of  the  advantages  of 
membership  in  such  an  organization.  In  addition  to  ginning  for  their  members, 
many  co-ops  provide  varied  services,  such  as  credit  and  purchasing  seed,  feed, 
and  other  materials.  It  is  a  year  'round  service  which  provides  for  pooling, 
grading,  storage,  and  selling  the  bales. 

By  working  together — the  co-op  way — cotton  producers  have  a  better  chance 
of  attaining  greater  production  and  greater  cash  returns.
